The junior red cross has made it poss- 
ble for many a cripple to come in to 
the specialist in the city and get cured 
The Sick Children’s Hospital in Cal 
gary is always filled with needy cases 
from all over the province where free 
treatment is given to those who are 
unable to get medical care. The re- 
lief work of last winter undertaken 
by the red cross provided clothing for 
thousands of destitute families who 
but for this timly aid must have 
suffered great hardships. The peace 
time activities are such that every 
lover of mankind must approve and 
desire and assist in. 

The November campaign willafford 
everyone an opportunity of partici 
pating in the mission of mercy whose 
sign is the sign of the Cross. Note 
the dates November 5th to Arm- 
istice Day.

Quest is Not Sulted for 
Antarctic Work 

It is expected that the Quest, the 
exploration ship carrying the adven- 
turous party commanded by the late 
Sir Ernest Shackleton will return to 
Southampton in September next, The 
vessel put in at Cape Town on her 
way home after carrying out the work 
of scientific observation and explora- 
lion which was originally intended, 
Hn route to this country she will visit 
Trinidad Island, in the South Atlantic. 
Commander Wild, who is in charge of 
the party, is bringing with him a film 
of birds and animal life, of which new 
specimens have been found, and coin- 
plete geological and biological data 
gathered of unknown islands, “I am! 
quite satisfied with the results of the 
expedition, but would like to have 
done more,” he declared in an inter 
view at Cape Town, “Future plans 
are uncertain, but we are not return: 
ing south. We may carry out some 
work in the Pacific, searching for lost 
islands, The ship is rather under- 
powered for Antarctic exploration.” 
The Quest is badly in need of an over- 
haul, and is leaking slightly as a re- 
sult of collisions with the ice, The 
crew agree that, although a small-size 
| vessel is much handier for navigating 
icefields, this has been carried beyond 
the limit in the case of the Quest. 
The men are suffering severely from 
sea-sickness, even seasoned sailors 
like Commanders Wild and Worsley 
succumbing. Further, there is an en 
tire lack of comfort aboard owing to 
the cramped quarters. The coal sup- 
ply is so small that whale and seal 
blubber had occasionally to be used 
for fuel.

Airplanes 


Yet another field of service has 
been found for the aeroplane and one 
that has already been essayed with 
marked success. Recent experiments 
in Ohio have shown it to be-possible 
for caterpillars and other pests that 
wreak havoc in orchards and forests 
to be exterminated by a bombuard- 
ment with chemicals from the air 
After a six-acré catalpa grove n 
Dayton had been stripped bare 
leaves by caterpillars in two succes- 
sive seasons and signs of a third year 
devastation had become apparent, 
some imaginative member of the Ohio 
Department of Agriculture concciv- 
ed the idea of destroying the pests by 
means of a poisonous substance rain- 
ed from the air. The assistance of 
the United States army ab service 
was enlisted and it detailed Lieu 


ant John McCready, holder of ihe 
world record for high altitude, to 
carry out the scheme. Flying low 


and carrying a sifter charged with 690 
potnds of arsenate of lead, the aviu- 
tor manaeuvred his craft along the 
windward side of the grove until he 
had literally drenched the whole plan- 
tation with the poison, Next morn- 
ing millions of dead caterpillars were 
found on the ground, 

Incidentally, the catalpa trees afso 
died. But it was not the chemical 
that killed them. It was just a case 
of calling in the doctor after it was 
too late to saye the patient. ‘The 
irees had been so weakened by the 
three successive caterpillar assaults 
that they died of exhaustion. It is 
the belief of the foresters that earlier 
use of the poison would have 
the entire grove. Faith in this air- 
plane treatment was, in fact, so 
firmly established that it is to be ap- 
plied ‘to another catalpa plantation 
near Troy, Ohio, 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has now become inier- 
seted in this method of fighting for- 
est pests. Experiments in treatment 
of trees by airplane operators are to 
be made. Captain Robert FE. Kin- 
lock has been ordered to operate in 
New England. From a base at Con- 
cord, New Wampshire, he will fly 
over forests of Gunstock Mountain 
in Belknap County. In this experti- 
ment poison gas, instead of lead ar- 
senate, will be tried. Bombs contain- 
ing a recently evolved gas, harmless 
to human beings and to vegetation 
but deadly to tree pests, will be drop- 
ped over a wide area until the forests 
are thoroughly saturated with it. 
Comparison of results in this ease 
with those obtained in Ohio will be 
made and the relative merits of the 
two treatments will be established. 

The ravages of insects in orchards 
and in forests have been so alarming 
in recent years that the results of 
these experiments will be awaited 
with keen interest. If successful, the 
treatment will open a new field for 
airplane activity that may be of in- 
calculable value.—St. Thomas Times- 
Journal,

Discovers New Suns 


Or. Plaskett, Victoria Observatory, 
Finds New Heavenly Bodies 
Twin suns, 52 quadrillion miles 


from the earth, have been discovered 
by Dr. J. S. Plaskett, director of the 
Dominion Astrophysical Observatory, 
Victoria, B.C., through the observa- 
tory’s big 72-inch reflector telescope. 

Scientists herald the discovery as 
the outstanding astronomical achieve: 
ment of recent times. The suns 
have been named Pyaskett, after their 
discoverer, 

The light, which, travelling at the 
rate of 186,000 miles a second, started 
from these*suns 5,000 years before 
there was any creditable human his- 
tory on this earth, reached here only 
today, 

An airplane travelling from this 
earth at the rate of 200 miles an hour 
would require 30,000 million years to 
reach these twin suns. 

They'burn at a temperature of 30,- 
000 degrees Fahrenheit as they whirl 
around one another, One, the more 
massive, is 75 timeg the bulk of our 
sun. The lesser is 63 times heavier. 

One is 15,000 times as bright as the 
sun, the other 12,000 times as bright. 
Plaskett is more than five times as 
large as any other known heavenly 
body. 

Professor Harold Jacobs, of Colum- 
bia University, noted astronomical 
authority, declares it a ‘most remark:

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Port Coquitlam, B.C.—On July 29 
the city treasurer received $16,000, 
the C, P. R. taxes, which were not 


really payable until August 31. There 
is jubilation in the City Hall for 
these taxes are the first paid since 
the expiry of the by-law fixing thé 
flat rate. 


St. John, N.B.—All the C. P. R. 
employees now living who served in 
the recent war will have a token to 
commemorate their sacrifice in the 
shape of a scroll which is a fine 
piece of work and is almost a copy 
of the large bronze tablet unveiled 
by the C. R. here on April 28, 
1922, The scroll is signed by E. W.

“In honor of duty nobly done. This 
scroll serves to commemorate that, 
while in the service of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway (the recipient’s name 
appears here), relinquished his posi- 
tion in response to the call of King 
and country and ria during the 
Great War 1914-1918 

The base of the gcroll is set off by 
the names of the following battles: 
Ypres, Festubert, the Somme, Vimy, 
Hill 70. Passchendaele, Amiens, Cam- 
brai, Drocourt-Queant and Mons. 


Regina.—The Saskatchewan better 
farming train brqught its highly 
successful tour to a conclusion re- 
cently, and Mr. Williams, agricul- 
tural agent of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, expressed his be- 
lief that this train, the biggest yet 
operated, with the bigest attend- 
ance, also goi bigger aid better re. 
sult than any of its predecessors. 

“Many silos,” said Professor Win- 
ters, of the Animal Husbandry De- 
partment of the Callege of Agricul- 
ture, who was on the train through 
the whole trip, “will be built as a 
result of the visit of the better 
farming train.” 

Professor Potts, who was lectur- 
ing on dairying and who was in 
charge of the dairy exhibit car, stat- 
ed that in the southern and eastern 
parts of the province there is a very 
noticeable increasq in the interest 
taken in cow testing work, and one 
result of the tour of the train, he 
was convinced, will be that a very 
Jarge number of dairymen will now 
adopt this method and many others, 
lormerly doubters, are now con- 

vinced of the value of this system. 

Lubrication, ignjtion and carbur- 
etor troubles were the chief matters 
upon which farmers sought the as- 
sistance of Mr. Josephson in the 
far~: mechanics car, and he believed 
that an unprecedented number of 
power users benefjtted by bringing 
thei problems for solution to the 
better farming train. 

Both the household science and the 
forest sections were very busy 
throughout the trip. 

In the field husbandry car Miss 
Brayford’s bees attracted consider- 
able attention. This lady has kept 
bees for many years near Wawota, 
and last year her output of honey 
reached well over 900 pounds. 

J. K, Finlayson, who was in charge 
of the poultry car the greater part 
of the trip, states there seems to be 
a good deal of dpubt regarding the 
cotton fronted ultry house, some 
complaining that the birds froze 
their combs. This, he said, was be- 
cause the house was overcrowded, 
and the more hens there are the 
more moisture cpmes from the con- 
densing breath. A hen’s tempera- 
ture is 106, and she can stand the 
cold perfect well, as long as the 
air is dry. e ‘cotton fronted Rel

BANFF Indian Day—always the third Monday and 
Tuesday in July, was this year the most successful of 
its kind ever held in the thirty-two years since its iriaugura- 
tion. An atmosphere of festivity prevailed the two days the 
tribe of six hundred Stoney Indians were at Banff, the cen- 
tre of that most beautiful part of the Canadian Pacific 
Rockies. 

No-place in the world could have a more perfect setting 
for an event such as this, and what could be more picturesque 
than the Tschantoga Indians “people of the woods,” in 
their native costumes amid these Great Hills. There is a 
dignity and poise to these people of the woods — calm, 
strong faces with character written in every line and seam 
of their countenances. a 

The parade started at nine thirty, and circled around the 
main street twice before going to the Banff Springs Hotel. 
The streets en route to the hotel were thronged with resi- 
dents and tourists, and the steps of the hotel and court were 
densely packed with onlookers, for the distribution of prizes 
for the best native costumes took place here. The Governor 
General and Lady Byng, who were on their way west over 
the €.P.R., were aniong those who viewed the proceedings, 
Lady Margaret Boscawen, sister of Baron Byng, presented 
the prizes won. 

The parade was most spectacular, and combined with the 
sports it was well worth travelling hundreds of miles to sce. 
The chiefs rode at the head of the_procession and looked 
picturesque in their costumes of buck-skin and bead work, 
and gay head-pieces of feathers and ermine. Not only were 
the natives decked out in their gala attire, but the horses also 
shared in the pomp and splendour. Their trappings were 
made of buckskin, with patterns worked tn beads, the col- 
oring and designs of superb workmanship. Skins were also 
used, and trappings of bead work and ermine. | A few 
horses were painted in symmetrical designs of various col 
ors, The higher the rank of their rider the more beautiful 
and costly the trappings. ' 

The sports were held in the encampment grounds on one 
side of which the Indians had erected their picturesque 
wigwams. The grand stand was packed and thousand: 
were present, and never in the history of Banff was this 
event so well attended. Cars were lined up in all direc- 
tions, and hundreds of tourists, and many residents were 
on horse-back, which added to the varied scene. ’ 

The sports consisted of races of various kinds; two mile, 
one mile and half mile-dash. There was wrestling on 
Lad bow and arrow contest, pitching tepee and a

bucking contest. Three money prizes were given for each 
race, The Governor General, Lady Byng and party at- 
tended, and later Jeft for,Lake Lonise. The cowboy race 
was the most spectacuiar. There was a pole at each end of 
the course, which the horses had to go around, and as they 
appeared to get thera almost simultaneousty, it was a wild 


jumble of horses and\riders apparently on top of one an- 
ather, 

The setting for this scene was perfect. Hills well time 
bered with dark spruce ang pine, and behind them the moun 
tains in a dull grey haze-y-due to the distant forest fires. 


Against this setting the tepges stood, white with the top a 
cinnamon brown, smo. ed fram camp fires within, | Many 
were of brilliant colors, eautifying the encampment 
grounds still further The &xcitement of the afternoon 
over, the Indian familics returned to their own quarters, and 
the little played off the green prags in front of their tepees, 


Some of the men and women reclined on skins or blankets 
in the cool of the early evening. Squaws went to the brook 
for water, others came from the Woods with armfuls of 
faggots, and soon fires were started\ for supper, and their 


flames leapt into the air, adding more,color to this already 
hrilliant scene, 
The Indian Day Committee are to be congratulated on 


giving Canada this annual event, which is so typical of 
primal days, and the beauty of which is in keeping with 
these great hills which were theirs till the white man came, 


Many of the officials of the day were Indian Chiefs, who 
very efficiently did their share toward making Indian 
the success it undoubtedly proved to be
